Whether you go eny further or not, I again aak you to at least announce 
that you are filing a suit for ms under the freedom of infoimation act end possibly 
others* If you fsel that you cannot, or if you later feel that you should not go 
further, I will have had time to try end get another lawyer. It is poasibl: this 
inescuaeable thing mey roake that easiar* But this announcement coming on the heels 
of Garrison^a aWticatlon will keep all of ua a little further fron his brush. I 
have exhausted my adminiatrativa remedies, more than once, and satisfy that pre- 
rsquialte. I also have e very broad area I can cover, of which the pictures and 
X-rays are bit one. The others are without jaatifi cation, have no fictitious 
contract to support them or give the govermwat the possibility of invoking. 

It will be very led for all of uo if we atop here, loavlni:; the record Garrison 
has mads. It will also inaxB things more difficult, encourage the government to 
do mors of the same. 



If you will recall how much I wanted ue to bold e press conferencs on 
the filing of the brief end consider what we might have accomplished with a little 
attention that was then possible, you can ^ rhapa better understand my urgent 
desire that we hold one now. Thia new Garrison thing will focua attention on any 
preea conlbrenoe keyed to it. T^th what I caa then disclose, we do have a chance of 
coming out of thia rather well and getting a few telling points accroas. If we do 
not do this W0 Join Garrison, become part of what he haa done. Had I the cepability 
of doing this alone, I would. It presents a numte r of possible if not pzob^ls 
development a. One, with the judge as interested as he seems to be, with a little 
attention in the media, should he be ao disposed, he might harken back to what

The criticism haa often been made, somethines with truth, that the critica 
ere tails on Garrison* a kite. This ia an opportuhity to show our independence without 
in any way undercutting him. I think it le especially important for you because you 
have or bad him on your board of directors. Nov#, with you his lawyer, this happens 
and you stand for it, you will never, otherwise, convince aayone it is not true. If 
he should lose or deport or conduct himself badly, you will by that be rulred. It is 
alao the chance, then, to make it possible for your organization to have the pos- 



slbllity of getting started. More, however, while W 0 have nothing to lose by a press 
conference that gets no attention, look how ^oh we have to gain - and who much your 
conmiittee In particular does, ^or you to hope to get going, you h^ve to persasida 
people tnat you will be doing things. 'There is little Hkell)(ood of your coming 
up with whet i already have and have given you free. A little attention to that 
end youbriiave a reputation. Although It la my work, you understand that It will 
enure $o you. I think if you understand, aa ^ icnow you do, that thi? Is the one 
thing than cannot do me any persons! good, that can only take the ed^e off my 
writing end book(e), you understand my soriouaneea. 









In such a press conference, save for questions that are asked, we res- 
trict ourselves to a few narrow and comprehensible ^ghllghts. This and the new 
area the changed overtones put us in, make It possible for other things to flow. 

?or example, right now, this very minute, we have a fomule thet eliminutee all 
the political llablllty^to the now .administration by making it a Clark rather 
than a Aarron or Commission matter. V.lth fire of the seven monln rs Republicans, Nixon 
is not about to clobber the Gonmlssiohp now or later. If the wolies to be fed, 

they can right now be fed the expendebles. ^n fact, there is now, for probably the 
only time, the chance that the new edminlstrstlon snd particularly the new Attorney 
General, not to te hurt and eble to get what they might regard as e benefit. 

In a different area. In the political area, we ere now where ww were 
in court when got that call. Please do not have us in r couple of days or we'-ks 

look beck with regret. can now apply intellectual judo end turn all thet heft 
thet will be applied against us veck where it came. We will not wron be able to 
expect a duplication. 





Gn a selfish basis, with you trying to etert a law practise, this should 
be helpful rather than hurtful for y-'U. It is more comprehensible then anything we 
cen look forward to trying to xffoseht, is 00 glgnlfied and significant in content 
that no client you would accept would be antagonized, end cthere who might not know 
about you anc be conaldarlng Washington couneel mi{^t juet be Impros.-ed, favorably. 

At this prees conference we say, simply, that unlike the statement by the 
-Htorney ^exierel, in fact, even hie panel, thi;t they ”euppor:" the Warren and autopsy _ 
reperta, their work, limited find entirely inadequate as it was, destroys both. We 
cite SB proof the auppreaeed knowledge that there wea metel in the area of the 
thorax and the perjury, that there was none; the wrong location of -he Presldent^e 
wound, of which we say it cannot on any ground be excused and la fatal to the 
Warren Report and Ite solution - and thdb knowing this the:|: penal and the AG were 
first silent end then misinformed the people (In the laet eignifleant act of the 
outgoing AG); thet there la till euppreeaed what c.cn:ot be, no oueatlon of good 
taste being involved (my request for ti» memo of tronsfbr, made 1/20 nnd since 
never responded to despite repeated requests; we allege, I think but do n'^t instst, 
thet the penal waa convoked for other than the stated reason, end that, with auotae 
from Clark and panel, they did not perform their purpose end made no pretense of 
eo doing; that the accounts of the pictures ani A-rsys do not stack up-at tha "^ry 
least some are missing and more, we can novt ec..ount for more thnn they say they 
took# The ahell game with the pictures should get attention, •• .In addition to eiery- 
thing else, this gives ua a chance to reach the remaining Kennedy people, poseibly 
to turn some on. It la certainly the only chance we can expect to get a mesaage 
to Teddy - and I want to..«. Gotta gat back to other work. Please see it my way and 
try# I assure you you will regret it eoon if you do not.
